The Union Light, Heat and Power Company (“ULH&P”) respectfblly requests that 

the Commission bifurcate these proceedings such that the Commission issue a decision as 

soon as practicable on mH&P’s request for approval of a new Pilot Home Emergency 

Assistance Program (“the Program”) to be administered under the umbrella of ULH&P’s 

current Wintercare program. 

ULH&P has reached agreement with the Residential Collaborative to implement the 

Program. Based on low income customers’ need for immediate assistance due to high 

energy prices, UL,H&P submits that good cause exists for the Commission to decide upon 

tks  Program as soon as practicable. IJLH&P requests that the other aspects of its 

application be held open for later adjudication by the Commission. UL,H&P has discixssed 

such bifurcation with the Attorney General’s office and ULR&P understands that the 

Attorney General’s office supports this request for bifurcation. 

WHEREFORE, TJL,H&P respectfully requests that the Commission approve 

request for bifurcation of the Pilot Home Emergency Assistance Program and that the 



Program be considered by the Commission as requested herein.
